Thomas H. Swope, returned a verdict 
of murder iji the first degree at 10:2 
o’clock this rooming, after being out 
since last Friday night. Hy de’» pun­ 
ishment was fix ed at life imprison­ 
ment. 
“ Oh, Clark, ’ cried Mrs. Hy de, when 
the verdict was read by Judge Lat- 
shaw. 8 1m threw her arms about his 
neck and wept silently . 
Then she 
patted her husband on the cheek. 
Hy de 
sat 
motionless. 
He looked 
flrtnly at Judge Latshaw while the 
verdict was being received, and as 
the words, “ imprisonment in the state 
penitentiary during his natural life, 
were pronounced his ey es fell upon 
tho floor. 
, 
“ Don’t worry ., dear|e,” he said to 
bis wife, as .she clasped him In her 
arms. 
Mrs. E, H. Hà pklna and Miss Lau­ 
ra Hy de, sisters of 
th© 
phy sician, 
looked distresf!^, but did not break 
down. 
They tried to comfort Mm. 
Ry de and appear brave before her. 
Th© phy sician will be sentenced In 
open court by Judge Latshaw either 
Thursday or BMday .

Permits Are Issued by City Engine©»' 
F. T. Learning. 


So Sensitive Is the Machine That it 
Can Detect Not Only Earth­ 
quakes, but When Students 
Go to Their Classes. 


Lawrence, Kas., May 16—A seismo 
grap h h as been installed at th e Uni­ 
versity of Kansas and is in ch arge of 
Prof. H. P. Cady. 
So sensitive is th e seismograp h th at 
it can detect not only th e most dis­ 
tant and faintest earth q uakes, but 
even th e time th at th e students go to 
class. 
All students are exp ected to 
be in th eir class rooms by 8 o’clock 
in th e morning, but th e record of th e 
seismograp h sh ows th e majority of 
th em are one or two minutes late. 
Th e dismissal h ours, as well as ch ap ­ 
el time, also are accurately recorded. 
Th e instrument even detects th e ligh t 
footed registrar wh enever h© brings 
some noted visitor to see th e q uake 
mach ine. But th is is not to be won­ 
dered at wh en it is stated th at an 
electric bulb left burning for two or 
th ree minutes with in several feet of 
th e instrument will cause a variation 
in th e records. 
In setting up th is very df.licate 
p iece of German mech anism in ,th e 
weigh ts and measures room in th e 
basement of Fraser h all all p ossible 
care was exercised.
